Cincinnati,  Ohio  — (ACP) —  What's  this— 
3  South  American  continents  instead  of  one? 
That's  what  the  latest  map  of  South  America

The  map,  it  must  be  explained,  is  that  of  a 
University  of  Cincinnati  paleogeographer  who, 
after  studies  over  the  past  five  years,  has 
drawn  the  first  complete  picture  of  the  face  of 
South  America  as  it  appeared  some  250  to  300 
million  years  ago. 

.  The  studies  and  the  map  are  the  work  of 
Dr.  Kenneth  E.  Caster,  Cincinnati  assistant 
professor  of  geology  and  fellow  of  the  gradu¬ 
ate  school  of  arts  and  sciences. 

In  that  Paleozoic  era  great  seas  covered 
South  America  in  the  region  now  marked  by
